echoed through the hills.

stronghold in the far east after a five 
months' niege, in which she lost over 
fifty thousand soldiers, who were put 
out of action in the most 
sanguinary 


nnd desperate fighting the world has ever 
seen. 


Though the intimation that the Rus- 


sians were willing to surrender was 
•known to the officers of the Japanese 
staff on the afternoon of January 1, it 
•was not generally known to the hundred 
thousand of the investing army until 
yesterday (Monday). 


The surrender of the fortress at the 


present time came ns a surprise even to 
the Japanese, as the desperate determin- 
ation and courage of th.> Russians, oven 
in the last n*s.nilt.s, indicntetl Unit the 
struggle would be one to the bitter end. 


ULTIMATE CAPTURE CERTAIN. 
It wiia well known to the Japanese 


that the destruction of the forts guard- 
ing tho main defenses 
of the

liiilf of the eastern fortified ridge made 
the investment of the city upon the east 
only a'matter of a short time, despite 
the" strongest efforts of tho defenders, 
and also insured the segregation of tho 
forts further cast upon the ridge. 


The steady advance of the besiegers 


upon the wewt Hank, since the. capture of 
203 motor hill, up the valley from the 
nhores of Pigeon Bay to the outskirts of 
tho new town cnublcd them with the 
capture of the north Taiyaukow for! to 
close in upon the city from the treat o 
to segregate the Chair Hill forts so that 
they could be doalt with in detail.

RUSSIANS ARDOR DAMPENED. 
It has been evident Eir.'.-e the capture- of 


£03 Meter hill, the destruction of the 
floct and the awful manner' in which the 
forts guarding the western half of the 
nuteni fortified .ridjeJiad.been, captured 


by means of the explosion of dynamite 
mines, that the fighting ardor of the gar-

FEEBLE OPPOSITION SHOWN. 


The subsequent spirited assault by the 


Japanese upon the principal line of outer 
fortifications and the higher hills of the 
'ortificd ridges immediately after the cap- 
ture of Sungshu mountain fort was met 
with feeble opposition, and the night of 
January I saw the besiegers in posses- 
sion of the upper lire of the 
fortified 


ridge, from ca.-d KeeUwan mountain to 
the western extremity. Had the garri- 
son fought ns it had previously done, this 
rould have at least taken days to accom- 
plish and would have cost many lives. 


The first definite information of

Ru^inn intimation to surrender came at 
4 o'clock in the afternoon of January 1, 
when the Russian envoys approached the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The brief of 


the government in the case of Swift & 
Company vs. the United States, known 
as the beef trust case prepared by Attor- 
ney General Moody, was presented to the 
suppreme court of" the United States to- 
day. The brief is devoted principally to 
an argument to show that the packers 
are engaged in a conspiracy to monopo- 
lize interstate commerce in fresh meats. 
The attorney general says: 


"It may be remarked that judges have

This condition of affairs is resulting in 


our manufacturers entering Canada in 
liberal numbers nnd creeling manufac- 
turing plants to escape the operation of 
tho tariff. These plants do- not 
expect 


naturally to compete with their own 
country's tariff in selling goods, nor do 
they need to, since their home plants are 
abundantly able to supply their United 
States trade but they do expect by thus 
having plants ou the Canada side lo se- 
cure u rich trade in Canada and escape 
tho operations of their home tariff alto- 
nether. American manufacturers have 
already established iron and steel mills 
in Canada, and that country posscssin, 
plenty of minerals including the very best 
of coals, will enable needed supplies to 
bo secured on good terms. Of course 
even with all this, there is bound to be a 
large commerce between the two coun- 
tries, but for every American factory es- 
tablished in Canada, means that much 
lessened business for this country. 


The reasonable thing to do is despite 


the evident increasing trade between this 
country and Canada to put in force a 
tariff that will morn conform to the con- 
ditions. It need not be free trade at all 
but it can be made reciprocal in its pro- 
visions, or the schedules may be lowcrci 
by a perceptible per cent.. 


"As to our revenues derived from tariff 


schedules it must be remembered practi 
cally half of the imports now conic in on 
liroiy free of any tariff duties, our objeci 
having been to place the duties upon ar 
lidos made or produced abroad which en 
lering our ports would come inlo com 
pelition with our own goods and pro- 
duets. The free articles of consumption 
and products are very generally if not al- 
mnst exclusively those which arc not pro- 
duced or manufactured in this country.

ral Walker. The abrogation of the Mc- 
ro treaty ended the so called alliance 
with slavery.

tion has been animated with the spirit 
of peace and arbitration In its inter- 
national relations, there has been no 
halt In tlie progress toward a greater 
American navy. During the yenr the 
following warships bnve been success- 
fully launched: The battleships Vir- 
ginia, Nebraska, Louisiana, Connecti- 
cut, Georgia and Tennessee, the cruis- 
ers Charleston and Milwaukee, the 
gunboats Dubuque and Paducab and 
several training ships. Under the di- 
rection of the new secretary of the 
navy, Paul Morton, plans have boen 
matured for continuing tbe construc- 
tion of first class 
battleships and 


cruisers. 
The president approved of 


the navy having control of all wireless 
stations.

Employers Federated 
Against Labor's Closed Shop 


Looking at the sum total of the 


year's economic activity 
from 
the 


standpoint of the laborer and of the 
mechanic, we see the rapid develop- 
ment of a new force directed against 
the very Gibraltar of unionism as it 
stands today, especially in America. 
It is the full fledged federation of the 
principal 'employing interests of our 
country, a movement which had its 
beginning the preceding year in the 
formation of the Citizens' Industrial 
Alliance, headed by D. M. Parry- 
Through this national organization 
nearly every Industry in the country 
has lined up on the ultimatum for the 
open shop, a demand squarely re-en- 
forced in the post election message of 
President Roosevelt 


In the face oC all this the unions In 


detail and the American Federation of 
Labor for the majority have contested 
every inch of the way for their right 
and purpose to refuse to work with 
nonunion men. In this clash of forces 
the year's record shows gains for the 
open shop, notably with the garment 
workers, harvester trust, lake pilots, 
typefounders, roolders, iron and tin 
plate workers, sheet metal workers, 
butchers'.and helpers, boiler makers 
and in many minor, contests generally 
as the result of a strike'in which wage 
reductions also figured. Thfi open shop 
may be said to be the immediate out- 
come of tbe terrible conflict between 
the miners' federation and Governor 
Peabody of Colorado,-whose soldiers 
aided in crushing the strike by arbitra- 
ry arrests and deportations, especially 
after the murderous dynamite outrage 
against nonunion men at Independence 
June G. After all was over, Nov. 15, 
the operators conceded the eight hour 
day.

Problems and Policies 
Of the Foreign Governments 


THE WAR IN THE EAST, involv- 


ing the very life of a rejuvenated Japan 
and obliterating the prestige of Rus- 
sia's governing autocracy, while rous- 
ing her people to new visions of repre- 
:entative government—a frightful strug- 
gle which still goes on as the year 
•draws to Its close, like a horrible night- 
mare to the peace aspirins conscience 
of civilization—has held the front and 
center of the International stage con- 
'stantly since Feb. 1, when Togo's fleet 
surprised tbe Russian ships at Port 
Arthur "with a night at- 
tack, fruitless negotia- 
tions having been bro- 
ken off by the mikado. 
The long expected and 
long dreaded event had 
actually come to pass. 
From that day forth the 
preparedness 
of 
the 


Japanese as well as^S 
their fighting and stra- }l"i- 
teglc qualities on sea fe 
and land has shone out K.'iii 
in telling contrast to AdmlralToE0. 
their more pretentious 
adversary in a long series of victories. 
Before Russia had fairly recovered 
from the shock of that first attack t 
second naval blow was struck at Che- 
mulpo, Korea, by Togo, and as in tho 
twinkling of an eye tbe Russian navy 
•was placed on the defensive. At the 
same moment Japanese armies wcra 
set In motion and Russia began send- 
ing re-enforcements via the Siberian 
railroad. While tbe Jap ships tried to 
seal up Port Arthur, General Kurokl 
led the First army through Korea to a 
decisive victory at the Tain May 1, push- 
ng on to Fengwangcheng May 6. Korea, 
the chief bone of contention, was fully 
In Japanese hands. On May 1 another 
Japanese army, under Nogi, landed on 
the Liautong peninsula, won the bloody 
victory at Nanshan bill and began the 
long Siege of Port Arthur, so costly in 
human life. The Russian forces north- 
ward, under General Kuropatkin and 
Viceroy Alexeieff, steadily retired or 
were driven north-ward before the ad- 
vancing Japs, under Oyaraa, a series of 
minor engagements culminating Aug. 
31 to Sept 2 at Liaoyang in the great- 
est battle In history, with 500,000 men 
engaged. After frightful losses on both 
sides Kuropatkln was forced to retreat 
to Mukden, closely pursued by the 
Japs. There, Oct. 9, the Russians, re- 
enforced, turned on .their pursuers and 
fought the indecisive battle of the Sha 
River, where the two armies prepared 
to!go Into winter quarters face to face. 
In the 
meantime 
Russia's 
naval 


strength had been crushed In two great 
battles. After losing their command- 
er, Makaroff, with the mine sunken 
battleship Petropavlovsk, the remnant 
of the Russian fleet dashed from Port 


Arthur Aug. 10 only to be scattered by 
Togo at long range, ships not taken 
being forced back to the harbor, where 
later they;were pounded to pieces by 
Nogi's siege guns on Two Hundred and 
Three Meter hill "Dec. 8. In trying to 
connect with the Port Arthur fleet the 
squadron from Vladivostok was met 
In the sea of Japan by Kamimura and 
driven back, the cruiser fiurlk sunk 
and her mates crippled. In all this 
time several Japanese battleships, 
cruisers and gunboats were sunk by 
floating mines. The activity of Rus- 
sia's volunteer fleet from the Black 
sec. in holding merchant vessels caused 
neutral powers to protest. Then' came 
the departure o£ the Baltic fleet, with 
its Inexplicable attack on the British 
fishing fleet in the North sea Sept. 22, 
•which aroused England to white heat, 
but which was finally left to arbitra- 
tion. 


RUSSIA'S war reverses and sacri- 


fices, which included the forcing of un- 


willing thousands from 
their homes and fami- 
lies and ruinous taxa- 
tion of other thousands, 
stirred as never before 
the aspiration of tho 
middle classes for a 
share in the govern- 
ment. Thlspowerfulun- 
dercurrent must have 
impressed the czar, so 


Prince Mlrstty. tDQt when the popular 
hatred of the reactionary minister De 
Plehve culminated in his assassination 
July 28 a man of broad and liberal 
tendencies. Prince Svietopolk-MIrsky, 
was called to the vacant place Sept. S.

ITALY seethed in a Socialistic fer- 


ment culminating' in general strikes 
Sept 16, suppressed by military force. 
In the subsequent election the Socialist 
gains were offset by the participation 
of the clerics, the pope not objecting, 
with the result that the Conservatives 
retained power. The king and queen 
•were rejoiced by tlie birth of a male

Lord Mllner 
resigned. First German and then Por- 
tuguese colonies in the southwest were 
paralyzed by native uprisings, still In 
progress. Despite the missionary out- 
cry about slave horrors in the -Kongo, 
Belgium's sway was unchecked. Abys- 
Bynia come into closer trade relations 
with America by treaty. British rule 
In Somaliland was unquestioned after 
the battle of Jan. 11, In which 1,000 
dervishes fell. Morocco's condition, bor- 
dering on anarchy, came to the atten- 
tion of the civilized world In connec- 
tion with the kidnaping of Mr.'Perdlca- 
ris, the American citizen, and his Brit- 
ish nephew, Varley, by tbe tribesman 
Raisull May 24; released by the sul- 
tan's compliance with Raisull's de- 
mands under American and British 
pressure. 


LATIN AMERICA'S event of greatest 


Interest to us was the erection and suc- 
cessful operation of the republican gov- 
ernment of Panama under President 
Amador, who" was elected Feb. 10, and 
the-beginning of surveys for tbe Pana- 
ma canal. Colombia'acquiesced in the 
loss of Panama and chose General 
Reyes president. Venezuela's congress 
gave President Castro a year's dicta- 
torship, and' he began damage suits 
against the American asphalt trust for 
causing revolution. Nicaragua gave up 
the turtle fisheries to England. Peru 
and Brazil agreed to arbitrate Acre dis- 
pnte. Unsnccessfnl rebellions occurred 
In Uruguay, Brazil, Haiti and Santo 


Domingo. The Paraguay government 
was overturned by General Ferreira 
Dec. 9, after many fights. Mexico re- 
sumed relations with the Vatican and 
amended constitution so as to give Ra- 
mon Corral the vice -presidency la line 
of succession to Diaz, who entered his 
seventh term. The gold standard was 
recognized, in Mexico. 


Work of Medical Men 
Hea.ds Scientific Procession 


The number and brilliance oi tbe In- 


vestigations directly or indirectly bear- 
ing on the prevention of human and 
animal ailments which have been con- 
ducted by the leading medical men of 
the world during the year 1904 clearly 
entitle this department of science to 
the first place in popular Interest. In 
most of these experiments the trend 
of effort is toward tbe prevention of 
disease a'nd preservation of health 
rather than toward curative methods, j 
In this direction lay one of the most j 
striking achievements of the year, that 
of successfully demonstrating the util- 
ity of copper solution in destroying 
typhoid and other germs in bodies of 
water for the use of cities. Credit for 
this discovery and to- its quite gen- 
eral introduction in this country be- 
longs to Professor George T. Moore of 
the department of agriculture. 
Coin- 


cident with the positive identification 
of a serum cure for tuberculosis by Dr. 
Maragliano in Italy, the medical pro- 
fession in this and other countries has 


1 organized a worldwide campaign of 
education and prevention against the 
"great white plague." 
The experi- 


ments made by Professor Chlttenden of 
Yale with his diet squad, showing that 
people eat twice as much as they 
should, and the experiments of Dr> 
Wiley and his poison squad at Wash- 
ington, indicating the dangerous effects 
of common food preservatives, are both 
impressive efforts in the direction of 
disease prevention rather than cure. 
Dr. Noguchi of Japan confirmed his re- 
ported discovery of an antidote for 
snake poison. Dr. Castellan! of Spain 
has identified tbe bacillus of dysentery- 
The Koch theory that tuberculosis is 
not given to man by animals was dis- 
credited by the British royal commis- 
sion, bnt sustained by a German set of 
experts. Dr. Schrou of Italy differentiat- 
ed the microbe of phthisis from that, 
Of tuberculosis.

The great world pendulum, of com- 


merce and finance swung haltingly'to- 
ward shrinkage of values and indus- 
trial intrenchmont during the first 
three-quarters of the year, especially 
In bur own land, where the presiden- 
tial campaign was in progress, with its 
elements of uncertanty. During the 
latter quarter the pendulum has swung 
back toward business confidence and 
renewed activities all along the line, 
barring some unusual crashes in spec- 
ulative stocks on the exchange. With- 
out taking sides as to the issues in- 
volved, It is safe to say that the most 
disquieting influence In Wall street 
was Thomas W. Lawson of Boston, 
with his series of fierce onslaughts 
on copper, steel, insurance and other 
interests of the Rockefeller-Morgan 
groups. These same groups, however, 
continued steadily on the path toward 
a complete harmony if not actual unity 
of American railway systems. While 
rivalry between the railroads contin- 
ued, Gould's Wabasb being particular- 
ly aggressive for new territory looking 
toward Its cross continent connections, 
it is not doubted that the breaking o£ 
the Northern Securities company by 
the supreme court served to check the 
formal expression of further railway 
trustification. The trust tendency was 
less notable in other lines of industry 
'than In preceding years, the most im- 
portant combinations of the year be- 
ing in tobacco, locomotive works and 
banks. The purchase of the Ontario 
and Western by the New Haven gave 
New England a direct connection with 
the anthracite region. Many of the 
mills and factories which slowed down 
or shut down early in the year have re- 
sumed operation since the election, but 
BO far without restoring wage cuts gen- 
erally. The ruinous rate war between 
the ship trust and the independent 
transatlantic lines, which carried steer- 
age rates down to 510 and even $7.50, 
beginning March 1, was settled amica- 
bly Nov. H 
Cotton, too, had Its high 


tide of 17.55 Feb. 2. after which the 
crash came with King Sully's bank- 
ruptcy March IS. The price went on 
down toward its low tide In December 
after the government report disclosed 
a crop that meant 2,000,000 bales sur- 
plus. 


The world's fair ended Dec. 1, a finan- 


cial success, having met an expense ac- 
count of over $30.000,000. Wheat rose 
to the record price of $1-20 Sept 13 
and then fell off, but remained strong 
on a short crop. Corn and other ce-' 
reals were plentiful. The list of busi- 
ness failures was unusually heavy.

If I were asked what was the most 


impressive industrial achiaveroent with 
which the year 1004 would be asso- 
ciated in memory I should say offhand 
New York's rapid transit subway, 
which was completed Oct. 27 by the 
man who four years ago took up the 
$40,000.000 contract for its construction, 
John B. McDonald. But If I were to 
toll you the event which would have 
the most far' reaching effect on the 
business of the world my mind would 
pick up the historic scene at Scbenec- 
tady, N. Y-, Nov. 12, when a regulation 
train of normal gauge was drawn over 
a four mile stretch of rails faster and 
easier and steadier than the Empire 
express can go. Both events had to do 
with the problem of transportation. In 
the first the mobility of a great modern 
city was vastly Increased; in the sec- 
ond the steam locomotive saw its in- 
evitable doom on the scrap heap. It 
meant that In tbe near future all subur- 
ban lines and eventually all railroads 
would bo electrified, immensely to our 
advantage in speed, comfort and econ- 
omy. A fitting accompaniment of the 
subway was tlie boring of the first 
tunnel under the Hudson for the use 
of trolley cars. 
The Pennsylvania 


terminus was in progress, and other 
tunnels were projected by the Lack- 
awanna and Erie. Other great works 
finished were the sea wall at Galveston 
July 29, the Wabash terminal at Pitts- 
burg Juno 1 and the creation of the 
630 foot twin steamers Dakota and 
Minnesota as adjuncts to the Great 
Northern. These were second in slzo 
only to the White Star Atlantic liner 
Baltic, which made her maiden voyage 
to New York in June.

SEEKS CONTROL 


0F PRIM LINES 


Stevens-Hepburn Bill Would 


Place Belrigerator Cars 


Under Commission. 


FIGURES SHOWING 


EXCESSIVE PROFITS 


Three Other Measures Introduced— 


Senator Elkins Talks of His 


Interstate Commerce 


Court Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 5—Four 


bills relating to federal supervision 
of 


corporations were introduced in congress 
yesterday, two in the senate, by Messrs. 
Heyburn und Newlands, and two in the 
house by Messrs. Stevens of Minnesota, 
and Baker of Sow York. Notice of a 
fifth bill, embodying the ideas of the late 
Senator Sawyer of Wisconsin as to an 
interstate court for the filing of railroad 
rates, was given by Senator Elkins, who 
said that uo time had been filed by him 
for its presentation. 


The Newlands bill provides for a com- 


mission with instructions to frame and 
report to congress a national incorpora- 
tion act for the construction and consol- 
idation of railroads employed in inter- 
state commerce. The action proposed by 
the resolution the senator says, has noth- 
ing to do whatever wit the recent sugges- 
tions of Commissioner Garfielcl. Its pur- 
pose, he said, is to regulate and simplify 
the railroad systems of the country, to 
place such systems under national con- 
trol, to make the taxes fixed and certain, 
and to make dividends certain so that 
hereafter any increase of business may 
tend mathematically either to a better- 
ment of the roads or an increase in 
wages or a diminution in rates. 


The commission is to consist of four- 


teen members; one experienced in rail- 
road traffic management to be appointed 
by the president ;onc an attorney at law 
to be appointed by the attorney general; 
two experts in transportation, one to be 
appointed by the secretary of commerce 
and labor, and the other by the inter- 
state commerce commission: five sena- 
tors and five members of the house. 
Among the. provisions of the national in- 
corporation act^to be framed by the com- 
mission are: 
For the construction of in- 


terstate railroads and the consolidation 
of railroads engaged in interstate com- 
merce and purchase of connecting or in- 
tersecting lines: For the classification 
by the railroads of all freight into gen- 
eral and special classes and the fixing of 
rea-sonable rates for each class of freight 
and of the rates for passengers; for sum- 
mary proceedings by the courts on (he 
complaint of railroads or private parties 
concerning any decision of the interstate 
commerce commission; for the imposi- 
tion of a percentage tax on the gross re- 
ceipts of nil such corporations in lieu 
of taxes on property an dstocks and 
bonds and in lieu of all taxes on the 
bonds and stock in the hands of stock- 
holders, the property of such railroads 
and bonds and stock to be entirely ex- 
empt from state and local taxation. 


The net also shall provide for the cor- 


rection of existing abuses and for the 
prevention of rebates, preferences and 
discriminations. There is also a provis- 
ion for the creation of a pension fund in 
the United States treasury for employes 
disqualified by injury or ago for active 
service, by the setting aside of a per- 
centage ot' the gross receipts and for ar- 
bitration of disputes between the rail- 
roads and employes. 


Mr. Stevens declares that his investi- 


gation of the subject has demonstrated 
that ordinary refrigerator cars are con- 
structed for about $000 each, and that 
the owners require the railroads to lease 
them under mileage contracts that net 
$30 to $40 a month throughout the year, 
besides keeping them in repair. 


He asserted that refrigeration of fruit 


cars formerly done at $7.50 n. oar now 
contu .$35 a car. There are about 40,000 
freight cars in the country not owned by 
railroad companies, and the number is 
increasing. The system enables the pri- 
vate car lines to monopolize the traffic 
in certain commodities, such as 
fruit, 


eggs, poultry, and dairy products, and 
subjects producers, shippers and consum- 
ers to unjust exactions. 


ELKINS TAKING GREAT TAINS. 
Mr. Elkine said yesterday that his bill 


to create an interstate commerce court 
involves matters of too great importance 
for hasty action. It may bo some time 
before his bill is framed. He is still of 
the opinion that no legislation can bo 
seevired at this session. He did not re- 
gard the bills introduced yesterday by 
Senators Hepburn and Newlands as hav- 
ing any-bearing upon the question which 
he thinks should be settled by interstate' 
tribusfll.

THE STRICTEST SECRECY. 


Yesterday a certain general, wounded 


at Port Arthur, was brought back to the 
home hospital at /ienseyi, a few miles 
from here and the head teachers of all 
the schools put on their frock coats and 
went to welcome him, to use their Eng- 
lish. He was carried on a stretcher, all 
covered with white blankets over and un- 
der, so that he was entirely under cover. 
No one could see his face to recognize 
him,

know his nanic. It is said he is wounded 
in the head, but I puess orJy a few peo- 
ple really know. The secrecy 
if 
very 


strict indeed and almost no one knows 
the condition and number of men in the 
hospitals. 
I do not mean to say that 


statistics are not published for they are 
very often, but they are likely to be not 
entirely reliable or'they would not pass 
the censor. 


TAUGHT A LESSON. 


A few days ago four Russian prisoners 


got gay up at Marufirame, a few miles up 
the railway from here, and began 
to 


make some unnecessary trouble by plac- 
ing violent hands upon their little dark 
skinned guards. They are now languish- 
ing in the civil prison. They get the 
same kind treatment, but it is dealt out 
in a little more scientific manner. In 
general the prisoners arc very free, living 
in some large temples with comparative 
freedom about the grounds. One young 
fellow said a few days ago that he'had 
got Tiis first square meal since entering 
the Russian service. The Japanese treat 
their prisoners a great deal better than 
do the Russians.
